Many other witnesses were heard. 
Mr. D. V. Mott, who represented the 
Fernie board of trade, went into 
some detailed figures as to the cost 
1of lumber which showed that the cost 
Jot production of lumber was $10 a 
thousand, which without a protective 
duty, he considered unremunerative, 

Mr. J. S. Deschamps, one of Ross- 
jand’s lumbermen, thought the en- 
foreement of the dumping clause 
might alleviate the lumber situation. 

“How is the lumber industry this 
year,?” asked Mr. Brodeur. 

“ft is prosperous,” Mr. Beauchamp 
replied frankly. “The demand is fair- 
ly good; the price is low and there

put has just started to get into the 
market this year. The price is $1.50 
lower, but the competition is not so 
‘bad from the United States. The

tion,” Mr. Fielding commented, “a lot 
of new mills are going up. Thatl 
looks as if people thought there was 
money in if.”

“Without the tariff ?”’ 

“Yes, but there is a whole lot of 
standing timber which the owners 
have to put up mills to cut.” 

Mr. Deschamps told the commission 
that he had met many people on the 
prairies who favored a lumber duty,
